Lycoming  College  received  a 
5400,000  Challenge  Grant  from  the 
prestigious  Kresge  Foundation  that 
helped  put  us  over  the  top  on  the  two 
physical  plant  projects:  the  stadium  and 
the  redevelopment  of  the  south  portion 
of  the  campus. 

As  important  as  the  funds  received  is 
the  prestige  of  qualifying  for  a  Kresge 
grant —  it  is  a  "badge  of  honor"  that 
distinguishes  Lycoming  as  a  college  of 
educational  and  fiscal  integrity  which  also 
opens  the  doors  to  other  foundations.

Compared  w  ilh  many  four-year 
institutions,  Lycoming  College  came 
late  to  securing  its  financial  future 
through  an  established  endowment. 
Although  established  as  an  educa- 
tional institution  in  1812,  the 
College  had  no  endowment  for 
nearly  1 50  years.  As  recently  as 
1970,  the  College  had  less  than 
$3,000,000  as  a  nest  eg?.  As  of  June 
30.  1 998,  the  market  value  of 
L\  cominu's  ciuIku  ment  was  valued 


at  S56.661.(Mil) 


Campaign  2000  made  endoss- 
ment  growth  its  top  priority.  When 
the  Campaign  first  began  —  quietly 
among  Trustees  and  major  donors  — 
in  1993,  Lycoming's  endowment 
stood  at  S23.246.300.  The  Campaign 
added  $17,600,357  in  new  commit- 
ments. These  donations — along 
w  ith  wise  investment  practices  and  a 
very  lijivorable  stock  market — helped 
the  ciuiow  ment  tc 
tliiiire.

Also  importanl  to  the  endow- 
ment are  the  long-range  pledges:  gift 
annuities,  intended  bequests,  and  lite 
insurance  policies.  These  ensure 
there  will  be  a  pipeline  of  gifts  to  the 
College  continuing  over  the  next 
years  and  represent  nearly 
SI 2.000.000  in  future  commitments 
to  endowment  growth. 

The  Importance  of 
Endowment  - 

What  Does  All  the 
Growth  Mean? 

Income  from  an  established 
endowment  decreases  our  depen- 
dence on  tuition  revenue  and  gives 
the  College  flexibility  in  times  of 
economic  fluctuations. 

Most  of  the  endowment  income 
helps  to  underwrite  our  strong 
financial  aid  program  and  keep  a 
private  liberal  arts  education 
within  the  reach  of  deserving 
students. 

Other  endowment  income 
provides  incentives  to  outstanding 
faculty  to  further  their  research  and 
improve  their  teaching  skills  and  to 
help  support  visiting  lectureships 
special  programs  and 
academic  prizes.
